As they stepped inside, they saw 
something strange. There was a large, pot-bellied, cast iron stove 
suspended in midair by wires attached to the ceiling beams.

If you are in the will of God, you can't help but say, "This is 
good!"

3) ...let him find us laboring in the field of His will!
